Children from families whose 
income is at or below those 
shown are eligible for meals free: 
In addition, families not meeting 
this criteria, but with other un- 
usual expenses due to unusually 


costs in excess of 30 percent of 
income, special education ex- 
penses due to the mental or phys- 
ical condition of a child, and dis- 
aster or casualty losses are urged 
to apply. 


They may do so by filling in 
the application forms sent home 
in a letter to parents.

Council OK’'s Beginning 
Of Albany Hill Project 


The adjourned Council meet- 
ing, held Tues., Aug. 21, opened 
with Councilman Richard Clark 
introducing Resolution 73-66, and 
asking for its adoption, paving 
the way for Interstate General 
Corp. to proceed with Phase I of 
the long-delayed Albany Hill 
high-rise project. 

Resolution 73-66, which gave ap- 
proval of the tentative map of 
Tract 3528, was quickly followed 
by three others. covering the 
Council's acceptance of property 
conveyed to the City to be used 
for the overlook and creekside 
parks, easements for access to 
the areas, and a cul-de-sac be- 
tween Taft and Jackson Sts. 

Councilman Clark and Joe Car- 
levaro took turns introducing the 
resolutions, asking for their adop- 
tion and seconding the motions, 
with Mayor Lewis Howell and 
Councilman Hubert Call adding 
their approval, (Councilman 
George Hein is on vacation). 

Resolution 73-78, confirming 
and satifying the agreement be- 
tween IGC and the City for the 
park property, also indicated 
that the City would receive a 
¢eheck for $2,000—the balance re- 
maining from the $600,000 IGC al- 
park and open space property 
loted for the purchase of the 
from private owners. 


“This is the opportunity we) 


have looked forward to for many 
years,” Mayor Howell said, fol- 
lowing approval of all the resolu- 
tions. ‘“We have tried and tried to 
find ways to obtain parks and 
open space on the Hill, without

indebtedness to the City and tax- 
payers, and now we not only 
found a way to realize that 
dream, but to also increase the 
City’s assessed valuation by mil- 
lions of dollars. 

“No one was defeated,” he con- 
tinued.
